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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of Claims 

Claims 5 and 7 have been indicated as allowed. Upon entry of this amendment, 
claim 2 is twice amended. 

II. Rejection of Claims Under 35 U.S.C. §112 Rejection 

Claim 2 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as allegedly being 
indefinite. 

Claim 2, originally dependent from cancelled claim 1, has been amended to render 
it an independent claim, incorporating all elements of claim 1 . No new matter has been 
entered by way of this amendment, which places claim 2 in condition for allowance. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request entry of this amendment and 
withdrawal of this ground of rejection. 

III. Sequence Rules 

The Examiner has stated that the application fails to comply with the requirements 
of 37 C.F.R. 1 .821 through 1 .825 and requested that Applicants return a copy of a Notice 
to Comply with this Amendment.
